and were acquainted in fpirit with him in the Saviour. 

Surely, the news of his death, ought to be a means U 
roufe the confciences of all that knew him, efpecially fucb 
as he had been a faithful witnefs to 5 having notjhunned to 
declare the whole counfelofGQD to alljlates and conditions 
of men, where ever he came. Whether it anfwered the 
end or not their confciences are to tejlify; but the natural 
tendency offuch news of any onejhouldbe, and ought to have 
that effecl, to alarm the confciences j to the intent, that we 
"may bring what we knew already, both of our danger and of

the Saviour to the heart. And efpecially of the death of om, 
that hadatted an uncommpn part in life ; and gone out of 
the ufual way j and hazarded his life, both by going to places

night and day; thro' all weathers winter andfummer, (as 
J have heard from his own mouth) travelling continually 
without intermifton, upon a Jlricl andjuft computation, 
during many years together, above an hundred miles a week, 
andfome times more than as much again, difcourfmg above 
twice a day* taking the whole together during thefpace of 
above fifteen years, fometimes five or fix times a day, public 
or private.

that he refpeffed not the perfons of men \ but fought the 

LoRd'x battles with invincible zeal, and continued his 

faithful witnefs to all to the lajl, rich and poor, as he had 

opportunity. 

Such reflections as thefe ought to take plate furely, in, 
fuch as heard him ; andalfo, as he was thefirjl in Walcg 
*r England, that went out of the common way, in this lajl 
vifet of the LoftD to the nation*, and it would be but 
natural, if reafon and natural confcience did it' s proper 
office, thus to refled on what they heard from him, and 
efpecially what came with divine convictions at Uajl for 
that time to them. 

And is he indeed gone, to return here no more to all e- 
iernity ! And am I indeed going ! And mujl we really 
meet before him whom he teftified boldly to be the Judge of 
all f He of en came to me and others, wet and cold, with- 
out any other encouragement or comfort, but what he bad 
in his own heart. He difcour fed with earneflnefs and zeal 
many hours. He invited earneflly to the Saviour. He 
examined the heart clofe withfcripture queflions ; and/hewed 
the narrownefs of the way ; the difficulty of believing ; the 
abfolute necejjity of a fupernatural knowledge of the Savi~ 
our by faith ; and a fpiritual conviclion of the depth of our 
fall; the fpiritual eviloffm, and efpecially offpiritualwick- 
ednefs in heavenly places : fo as to make many 1 fuppofe for 
that time to fee, examine, and fear their bottom.

My dear Countrymen* 

[LET me fpeak one word more thro' all 

your hearts. Sleep no more ! — — Fly 

for your lives, while it is called today ! 

O return, return, return to the Lord your 
God, and behold his wounds, crofs, and fufferings.— • 
Ceafe from all your reafonings, and unbelief, and en- 
ter in whilft the door is not (hut : for the Lord's fake 
hear my iaft cry, my dying cries, Amen ! 

My fpirit lies deep before the Lord, in pity, love 
and tendernefs, and a holy fhame from a fenfe of my 
unworthinefs j and tho' I die renouncing all names, yet 
I muft declare I die weeping over poor Wales \ and efpe- 
cially over fuch as did run well, and I thought once 
would be my crown of rejoicing for ever. However, my 
reward is Aire, I ftandnot in myfelf, but laboured more 
abundantly for many years : and tho' this is not my 
righteoufnefs, for I have none but the Lamb on the 
throne \ yet thro* his covering, and warning all my 
infirmities of flefh and fpirit, I can look back with 
B 2 comfort 
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comfort. To die indeed is gain, yea eternal gain ; 
the wiflied for day is approached. I have fpent my 
youth, life and ftrength for you willingly, and if I 
had my life given me a thoufand times over, it fhould 
(if the Lord pleafed) be moft chearfully fpent again, 
in endeavouring to {hew you your danger, and in 
pointing you to the Crofs. O Let me fpeak to you 
when I am dead. Let thefe my dying requefts fink 
into your hearts. O Let the groans and bloody fweat of 
God your Saviour, your dear, your only Saviour 

both wound and heal you.* -Come to him on the 

glorious throne of the Crofs.— Come with all your 
guilt and fhame indeed. Why will you die ? — Let 
not his wrath be kindled, nor his fpirit grieved 5 give 
him your hearts for he is worthy. * 

Awake England! Awake poor barren Wales ! 
Hear a dying friend's laft cries from the brink of 

eternity ! Awake O Proffeflbrs ! Let me 

not be your enenjy, when I cry from the grave 
by a paper meflenger to you. You have all miftaken 
me j I was not your enemy ; you ought to have taken 
the word of reproof in love : take warning by others, 
let the prejudices end with my life. Let my death be, 
what my life could not, a means of awakening you, 
and making you fenfible of your fpiritual ftate, which is 
more naked, wretched, and poor than you are ac- 
quainted with ; and you are in danger of falling where 
the Ifradites fell in the wilderncfs. I have reafon to 
fear left the enemy blind you as he did the Jews : God is 
the fame now as then, and the enmity of nature again ft 
his blood and poverty, is the fame now as then, only 

aggravated 
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Aggravated in having their fall before our eyes, as fo 
many witnefles gone before to give us warning. O 
beware left what Stephen faki to the Jews, come upon 
any of you. Our Saviour comes as a Thief, in a 
way, time, and feafon, we do not expect. They were 
in great expectation of him, but he confounded their 
carnal expectation ; and came, in their opinion, in a 
manner unbecoming God and a Mesiah. He will 
not regard carnal notions about him, and pharifaical 
fpiritsand fuch as are wife in their, own eyes; then let 
not felf, and your wifdom, and above all a heart of 
unbelief, which I fear too few of you are fenfible of, be 
your ruin. God will try all hearts, whether they are 
really poor or not, and will come in his own way, let it 
be ever fo odd in the eyes of the flefh : he ever was and 
ftillis,foolifbnefstohim that judges, right or wrong, by 
his own light; and a {tumbling block to the end of 
time, to fuch as judge by outward appearances, and 
jtre fettled on their lees, and can't bear faithfulnefs. 

O Let me leave a bleffing on you ; I muft be pjain, 
I cannot flatter. Eternity is indeed before me, and I, 
by this meflage take an eternal leave of you ; and (hall be 
among others a fwift witnefs againft you, think what 
you will, if you return not to the Chriftian Faith and 
poverty which you hold in the notion^ but your pride, 
felfifhnefs, unbelief, and conformity to the world, 
teftifies againft y<pu. — O take, take into confideration 
whatl have wrote in, the fimplicity of my heart, and 
.let this warning come with a double bleffing to you.

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All of you that do indeed come to the Crofs, are my 
"brothers and fifters, and fellow heirs for ever* but fuch 
as ftay behind and do not come, there to begin, and end, 
to live, and die, (to that God— r-The Three in One on 
the Crofs, as a finner isfirjl to come) I muft leave be* 
hind ; I cannot enlarge the bounds that God hath 
made, nor (hew a more charitable heart than he has. 

He pities, loves, receives, forgives and heals none, but 
them, that are poor and wounded, and come to him 
through blood, with broken, felfcondemned and fin* 
cere hearts. And {hall I juftify and comfort whom 
he condemns and rejects i If you will have peace, 
throw down your weapons, ceafe from your wifdom 
?nd become little children, and receive truth let it 
come from whatfoever means the fountain of it will 
pleafe to fend. It was from an experimental know- 
ledge of God on the Crofs, that I was kept from 
fiumbling, and overcame myfelf j and feeling the need 
of all that I faid and did to be waflied in the fountain of 
his Blood; and the continual need of coming to feed on 
his Flefli and Blood thro* Faith, which makes me a real 
facrifice to him in foul and body ; and left fuch an effect 
on my heart, as wrought in me a real value for the Re- 
deemer and his Blood, Wounds, and Death. O receive 
then what I here fend to you as my dying teftimony, 
whilft I declare the caufe whereby all thefe bleflings were 
brought to me\ how my fpirit was raifql from thoufandi 
of infirmities,darknefs, legality and judaifm,toaftrong- 
er Faith, and to ftand in him \ and to h$v$ purer love 
to him, and clearer views of him ;and to poffefs in my 
heart much of that glory, which I only faw before pro-

phetieal views of, and by thefe views was fuperfici- 
ally affefled too ; I thought I had it before in my fpirit, 
but now by deeper convi&ion, I faw it was not funic 
to the bottom : it is a great thing indeed, I can tefti* 
fy, to rife in our fpirits to the fountain, to pafs from 
death to life, to come to mount Sion and to the blood 
of fprinkling, to be crucified to the world, and the 
world to us, by the Crofs of Christ ; and to be able 
indeed to fay, To me to live is Christ, and to die is 
gain ; and it is no longerl thatlive, butCHRisT liveth 
in me, and the life that I now live, I live by the faith 
of the Son of God. It is eafy in our imagination, 
or according to our conftru&ion of fpiritual truths, to 
fancy this is our life ; or elfe to make ourfelves imagine, 
this was only the life of the apoftles, and that we can 
be faved now another way, without this faith, and 
without being able to fay, henceforth I know none 
after the flefh; if I have known Christ after the flefh, 
I know him fo no more ; and without knowing the 
difference between flefli and fpirit, without feeding 
on the flefh and blood of the Saviour, and having a 
fpiritual difcernment of his voice from all other fpirits. 
Thefe things may appear now trifles, or fomewhatnot 
eflential : But God /peaks not in vain. 

It will appear, the way is the fame now as ever, 
and all muft partake of the fame faith, and divine 
teachings, c< He that believeth not (and that, not 
according to his imagination, but fcripture) fliall be 
damned.— Are you fhock'd at the expreflion ; would 
you have me to foften God's truth. If to hear of 
founds fo harfh, what wUl the experience of it be r 

What 
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What will it be, to fee the creation confumed with 
fire ;— The fun darkened,— And the graves opened, 
—And the God of heaven that called to you here, and 
offered peace and pardon to you freely, now, cloath- 
ed with juftice, come with a flame of fire to take ven- 
geance on all that flept the day of their vifitation away ; 
or could not deny their wifdom, and get over the 
ftumbling blocks that were in the way, but would 
mind what did not belong to them, tho' the Lord 
himfelf Ihould fay to them, " What is that to thee 
follow thou me ? 

It is eternity work ! O let it fall with weight on 
your hearts, to make you go to the bottom, and fee 
whether you were ever awakened : to fee the darknefs 
and enmity of your nature, and the depth of your 
fall ; elfe all your enquiries will be but fuperficial, and 
fo the gofpel faith will ever be a fecret to you* 

None ever come to liberty, without being in bon- 
dage, or come to believe, without finding it the hard- 
eft thing in the world, from a heart of unbelief j none 
ever deny themfelves, accept or take up the Crofs, 
which they muft expeSt to have, if they will bedifciples 
indeed of the Crucified, without feeing hell, dark- 
nefs and wrath, every where furrounding and follow- 
ing them, if they are not taken into this refuge ; and 
that they muft have this Saviour, and poffefs him and 
be found in him, or be with damned fpirits forever. 
This is a real and not imaginary truth, which all hear 
fomewhat of, yet I fear it finks but into few hearts 
to wound and awaken them \ elfe the love of the 

* world 
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world, the fear of man, the defire of applaufc, and 
fear of tbe crofs and cenfure would not be fo vifiblc 
among profeffors. 

When God {hall thus return to work now, as he 
always did, and will, where he brings Salvation, let 
us not ftumble at any of his methods of trying the 
hearts of men, whilft under pretence of fearing to of- 
fend, we do in reality indulge felf love, fear of the 
crofs, and deny the Saviour. And if God fhould work 
as formerly, by raifing fome contemptible inftruments, 
inftead of thinking it fomewhat you are to bear with, 
only to try your faith and felf denial j (hould you not 
rejoice in it as being God's work, and fee it as neceffa- 
ry ? And this work is, to winnow the chaff away, to 
bring back the crofs where it is loft by falling afleep; and 
T>y conformity to the world : and bringing to light the 
pharifee, the felf righteous, whole hearted, and felf- 
wife, that had filled God's houfe when he was with- 
drawn : and driving all to fearch their bottom, and 
foundation, $md fee where they build indeed. Thefe 
among a thoufand others, are the bleffings he brought 
in by means of this work ; and I, and fome others, 
fee each of thefe bleffings ineftimable. 

Indeed, light and faith are two things, many have 
the former, that know nothing of the latter. To view, 
and fpeak of Christ -, and to poflefs him are two 
things 

I Nowfee, how little is known in the fpirit ; what it 

is to put on the Lord's ftrength, to wear his righteouf- 

C nefs 
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ncfs and to walk in that robe; giving glory to his death, 
by feeing myfelf in his righteoufnefs, as if I had never 
finned) and fo to fee him in his word and promife, and 
the fufficiency of that fecurity, for temporal as well 
as fpiritual b Idlings, as to ftand above all reafoning 

and fight when all feems againft us.. O Faith 

where art thou— —Lord what will become of this 
age. 

It is dreadful, when we are carnal, not fpiritual, 
and have no fpiritual eyes to fee, or ears to hear, or 
fpiritual fenfes to judge of fpiritual things ; and will 
judge carnally, all fpiritual objefls, which can only 
be difcerned by the new man fpiritually ; and not 
only willing it (hould be fo, but rejed all the means 
the Lord ufes to awaken and raife us from our dark* 
nefs to his light. 

Now I fee, not only a poffibility of coming up 
from underloads, trials and burthens, by carnal meth- 
ods and fuperficial frames, and not by real faith fpring- 
ing up above all by believing only, becaufe our Sa- 
viour lives and is above all ; but that this is the cafe of 
too many ; and that which keeps them from coming 
to deal with our Saviour, and bringing all thdr bur- 
thens to him ; and to fee the abfolute neceflity of go- 
ing continually to him, as he continually calls, invites 
and welcomes us ; and fo to have our teachings afrefh 
for every converfation, and not to fpeak of what we 
have had from the Lord, but what we have now, a- 
frefh from him ; and fo to have every grace, humility, 
love, boldnefs and wifdom, &c. afrefh from him con- 
tinually 
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tinually. O I wi{h all could fay this fame thing, then 
there would be more fait in the public miniftry, and 
private conversation, and ftanding above the enemy, 
in our Saviour by faith. But O ! what a continual 
pronenefs, to forget and leave the Saviour behind, and 
to follow a frame, or the fubjeft matter fo, as to leave 
his groans and fufferings, and to do all duties in 
that frame, and the fpirit not in its proper place by 
believing. 

That this fhould appear nonfenfe to mod that 
read it, I can't help, fo is the whole gofpei, and the 
Saviour himfelf, foolifhnefs and a {tumbling block ; 
but truth muft be fpoke, and the heirs of falvation, 
for whofe fake I write will be edified, and then my aim 
is anfwered : if they (hall be obliged in reading thefe 
things, to blefs the Lamb that ftands on mount Zion. 

Now, to you my fellow travellers that I leave be- 
hind, who indeed are all dear to me, however you may 
now think of me thro* the blindnefs that may remain 
on your hearts, and by not being able to fee both fides 
of me ; and all you, among all denominations over 
the world, that really are brought to the blood of fprink- 
ling, by the holy fpirit that convinces the world of 
fin, of righteoufnefs and of judgment ; you know what 
this means in your hearts, I fpeak to you as thofe who 
are one with my felf ; you are all beloved of me, and 
I feel the fame language for all the redeemed fouls in 
the world, I feel myfelf one fpirit, and one life with 
you ; one, in God's incarnation, obedience and 
Wood 5 one, above nature in all it's ties, which are 
C 2 aJl 
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all helped and not hurt by this unity in the Crofs ; 
—we live one life ; — we eat one bread ; — we fpeak 
one language, tho' expreffed outwardly in many di- 
alefts ; — we are one bread ; not only redeemed by one 
price, and to be in one heaven and employment at 
the laft; but even now, by faith we worlhip one ob- 
ject, and {hare one blifs, and have one feeling, and 
live by one faith ; and as we fell in one root, fo are 
we recovered by one voice, and now have a onenefs 
deeper than we know ; your forrows and joys are mine, 
tho* this, like many other glories in our Saviour's king- 
dom, is what I can't comprehend. If you can't find 
me now your brother, that which hinders you to fee 
will foon be removed, and you will be agreeably fur- 
prized, when you find me among thofe, that made 
their robes white in the blood of the Lamb, and came 
up from the great tribulation, with palms in their 
hands, and with the new fong in their mouths, 

I muft take my leave of you, where ever you are 
fcattered about this earth, for a little while ; it is enough, 
the Lamb is on mount Sion, and has all your cares and 
burthens of every kind on himfelf ; whilft others are 
diftrefled about many things, you, have but one thing 
to mind, even him, who tho' he is your God, isalfo 
your brother and friend, and cannot bear to fee you 
unhappy, and will not leave you long, 'till he gives 
you to (hare the glory he is in pofleffion of for you. 

He is gathering his family in apace, and when the 
laft is called in, he will make his appearance again to 
this lower world, and will bring you out to confefs you 

and 
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and to {hew you all glorious in his robe and grace, to the 
eternal confufion of fuch, as could find ten thoufand 
faults in you here. — This is a truth. — Hafte then 
homeward ; watch for his coming ; do his work care- 
fully, faithfully, boldly, humbly and chearfully ; fuf- 
fer with him a moment, you (hall reigri with him for 
ever. When I look at you, and fee him alfo in the 
midft of you, and fee the honour of being a meflenger 
of good news but to one of you, I could wifh to flay 
again ; but when I look at this body of fin that has 
wearied me indeed, and how I continually fall from 
my dear Lord, and grieve and difhonour him ; and 
fee he wants none to help him, all the work and care 
being indeed on his own (houlderjand efpecially fee- 
ing him now at the door calling me home, I muft leave 
this my dying mefTagc among you, which I can hardly 
write for tears of love ; being ftill drawn on both fides t 
and being in fome ftraits, not from an imagination of 
any great fervice I can be to you, but from great de- 
fires ©f heart to help your faith : but the ballance turns 
the other way, and the cry of my foul is, come Lord 
Jesus, come quickly. Amen. — Even fo, come and do 
what thou wilt with me ; thou canft give wings, and 
life, and a mouth to this paper to fpeak, when my bo- 
dy refts in the perfumed bed where thou haft laid, 
and my fpirit at laft (what it has indeed panted many 
years after) now, to be with thee; that I might fin no 
more, and efpecially, that I may be rilled with thy full- 
nefs,and wander from thee no more, but be eternally 
viewing thy glory, and feeing thee as a Lamb newly 
flain ; and adore thee that created me a noble creature 
with an immortal fpirit ; and that thought of me with 
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thoughts of love and mercy, when in the great re- 
bellion, I departed from thee, and took up arms a- 
gainft thee ; and bore more of the fall in me than in 
any, both before, and after the day of thy grace to me, 
when thou didft call after me ; and didft lead me thro* 
the great wildernefs to thy Crofs, and didft there (hew 
me thy wounded Body, and didft turn out the ftrong 
man armed ; and didft continue to forgive much, hide 
and cover all my evils, turning them to good, always 
continuing to fave me by thy faithfulnefs, never leaving 
me in the deep waters ; not only lovedft but honour- 
edft me, for which I here (before all the world below 
'till I (hall deep in thee) adore thy free and fovereign 
grace ; and beg that thou wouldft make my death a 
bleffing to all j and efpecially forgive all fuch as 
hated me, and fave them from their darknefs, and let 
me meet them before thy throne to adore thy grace 
for ever. 

O Let fatan blind poor fouls no more ; and let 
this Teftimony go in thy name, not only to flop them 
from going on in fin, but make it a means of con- 
vincing them of the carnality, worldlinefs, darknefs 
and mifery of their ftate; and bring them all to 
fing the fongs of the new Jerufalem in fpirit and in 
truth ; and may all go boldly in the fpirit of Elijah 
againft the great deceiver fatan, who endeavours to 
hinder the coming of thy kingdom. 

Take care of the few witneffes, that begin to be poor 
and to lofe their riches in which they trufted, and are 
come to thy Crofs, and fee that to feed on thy fleih 
and blood, is eternal life, and nothing elfe. And 
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And theHoufe, which thou haft put in my heart to 
build for. the ufe of thy poor Pilgrims, take care of it 
and let it be full of thy glory, and as long as thou wilt, 
keep it, that no fpirit may have the power of it but 
fuch, has do indeed love thee. And thofe, to whom I 
now commit it, keep them in that faith and fimplici- 
ty, that now appears in them. 

f My Labours, I give thee to be wafhed in thy Blood, 
and to turn them to what account thou wilt ; but if 
thou pleafeft let me not be a fwift witnefe againft any, 
but rather the means of bringing them to the obedience 
of faith. — Thou canft LoRDdo great thingsindeed, yea 
and wilt, for poor Wales ; yet hear my prayer and 
thruft out here, and all over the world, a great com- 
pany of faithful witneffes, and in what way thou 
wilt.— Thy work, arid ways, and method thou haft 
made me to love. All my fins and infirmities, which 
none could number, thou haft, and doft cover, hide, 
and blot out. All thofe who fee wed me any kindnefe 
for thy fake* and loved me on thy account, thou muft 
reward them, for I am thine. — My relations that I 
could.not bring to the obedience of faith, O remem- 
ber therti, and bring them when I am gone, to wor- 
feip at thy feet, as thou haft given hope for fome of 
them ; The child which thou gaveft me is thine, and 
I have given her to thee, and I leave her under thy care. 
As for the bbfervations I have committed to paper in the 
little fpare time I had, which is all the riches and 
treafure, thou knoweft, I have to leave behind me, I 
give them to thee, to confume them, or bring them to 
light if thou (halt count me worthy to be pf any fer- 
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vice when I am gone from hence. — O I long to preach 
thee to all the corners of the earth, even untill time 
fhall be no more— I muft adore thee for the ineffable 
favour, of giving me any thoughts before hand of my 
diffolution before it comes, and for giving me freedom 
thus to fpeak my mind : and to fettle my little affairs, 
and to leave an houfe and family under thy care, for 
thy ufeand under the care of thy fpirit : and a little 
company of witneffes, whom, I truft thou wilt live in 
them, and fpeak by them, when I am dead ; and whom 
I give as my chiefeft care to thee ; to be in the midft of 
them; to lead them; to take care of them ; to be their 
Father and Head, and Bifhop : to fend, authorize, rule 
and govern them ; and make them to be faithful to thce f 
and to all thy truth, and mind and work ; keep them 
from error, and let not the foot of pride come againft 
them ; fuit them to the work thou (halt give them, 
by teaching— Anointing— Direaing— Strengthening 
Leading and uniting them daily to each other, and 
to all thy Body. Thou haft called me to live and die 
in the communion of the eftabliflied Church, being 
in confidence that thou haft upheld it thyfelf; and 
not fuffered it to perfecute the light away ; and from 
the many vifitations which I had from thee, of thy 
being ftill in it, tho' out of fight. This teftimony 
I muft leave behind me, to ftrengthen the hearts of 
fuch as dare to ftand in this evil day, and cry aloud 
for thee, O Lord God my Saviour, to a crooked 
and perverfe generation. Lord whether I fee aright 
or not, all things are open to thee alone; I muft adore

miftakes, which are more before thee than I know, 
and to take what is of thy mind in this, and what- 
ever elfe I have fpoke or wrote, and to blcfs it to all :

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Some fpiritual detached REFLECTIONS 
from different places of the Author's Jour- 
nal. 

IC ANT help writing thefe memorandums, it 
being the only way I now have, to publifh abroad, 
what the Loup does for me, and to leave behind mc 
a teftirpony of his grace, and love ; and I think it 
comes from him,' who has called me now, to end my. 
labours, and to finUh my day's work. I find my 
fpirit indeed, fo weary of all here, and of life, that I 
can hardly bear myfelf ; and this wearirtefs I find, 
fprings from true, and folid love to the Saviour, and 
longings to go to him ; and from a fenfe of the evil of 
fin. And yet, I feej I could live here for ever, if my 
Saviour ordained it, and if there were no fpirits to 
come nigh me but his fpirit ; and if I had no fled to 
hide his glory from me; and if He was not grieved, 
or reje&ed, or oppofed by the world. 

I fee him, as the only hope of the world, yet 
almoft all reje&ing or negle&ing him ; I fee him, as 
the only fun of the world, and friend of finners, and 
yet almoft all choofing their. darknefs and mifery; 
I fee him, the heaven of poor finners, and the life of 
the dead, and the only deliverance and refuge of poor 
finners, and yet how is he left afide ? And out of love, 
I cried, I wept, over all the fin and mifery of the 
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world, efpecially their blindnefsand hardnefs of heart 
towards the Saviour ; loving ardently the family he 
has brought here to me, crying for them, that I might 
fee them in glory indeed 3 and weeping over my dear 
child. 

I find the Saviour's will is my heaven, be it what it 
will * but have, I think from him, infatiable cries to 
go home, to my own Father, God, and friend indeed, 
out of this body. O how I loved every word that came 
from the dear Saviour, and all his dear people, that 
feed, on him, and every thing x>f him. I feeji my 
fpirit eats bis Words, and would wa(h the feet of 
all his fervants. My fpirit adored him, for giving me 
leave to hope, about my time to come before him.; 
much more for giving me room to hope my work is 
done, and that I am at the door, and that I, a poor 
finner that have nothing but fin, fhould lay hold of 
his righteoufnefs, and wifdom, and ftrength, for I have 
neither indeed. My fpirit is like one at the door, 
waiting to be called in ; I could have no aceefs to afk 
any thing, but that I may go home, and that he 
would make hafte and make no long tarrying ; being 
more weary of fin than ever, crying, * Lord, thou 

* fecft and knoweft, I am not one with any fpirit, but 

* thine ; thou haft my heart, I am poor, I have no- 

* thing of my own, but fin, and fhame ; and there- 
€ fore, O let me come, let me come ;' I can alk for 
nothing elfe of him, but to go home j and I am o- 
bliged to cry * O my Father, Father, Father ; I haye 
( a Father indeed, and thou canft not leave me long, 

* for I am weary of all.' 
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Hove indeed, all that come to his blood, all his 
dear body •, feeling, and crying to him, that he, and 
not any thiftg here, is my reft and happinefs ; loving 
eternity, becaufe he is there ; fpeaking to him, and 
crying, O the thicknefs of this flefli to hide him from 
me ; it is indeed lawful to be weary of it, for it is the 
habitation of the Devil, and a thick, veil of darknefs* 
and I feel clearly, 'tis this that makes me weary of all 
here, and to long to go home indeed, « O thou who 
* didft bleed to death, and who art alive, come and 
c # take me home; and as for the paflage I have given it 
'* to thee to take care of me $ I am thine, here and for 
' ever ; thy redeemed worm, the fruit of thy bloody 
c fweat, indeed thy will is my heaven.* 

What ever I am doing, if I fall from him, 'tis all 
alike fin, whether preaching, praying, talking of him, 
writing, meditating, &c. yet lam happy, whilft I be- 
lieve that he is my God, and cloathed with my nature, 
and is my Father.

And I did hang, 
fo as I never did before, on my dear Father's neck, 
as well as kifs his feet, crying I am now, in the, a- 
* mong the happy fpirits, thou art my heaven for ever/ 
I was near going as I thought, for I could hardly 
breath; and my fpirit cried, c O ftrike home, ftrikc 
' home, fhall I come eafy, and not endure conflicts 

, € in the paffage ; O come, O come, honoured Sa- 
c viour, O Redeemer, come, come/ 

I feel every thing about me become infipid to me, I 
find myfelf growing very weak to-day, andamin much 
pain, and feel my fpirit crying, c O my dear Father, 
art thou coming to ftrikc the laft ftroke ? ' When our 
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Saviour came, and raifed my fpirit from fin, anddeafh, 
and all here, to his own fpirit. I know what it is 
to be walhed there, I feel my fpirit goes to God, not 
as his creature, but as his child, crying I am thy 
thild, and tl\c fruit of thy redemption, and bloody 
fweat. 

I felt death coming nearer and nearer, and my fpirit 
cried c O come, come, come, don't let me be fick of 
4 longing, if my wqrk is done, take me home^ I kno\y 

* thou art all love, and longed to have me with thee, 
« otherwife I fhould never have longed for thee, but

* thee. Q haften thy coming, and let me come where 
k « thou deed (hew thy glory, thy love and fufferings ;

ny, I have run my race, what more remains for me to 
do, but to come home to my own, own, own dear God, 
and Father, and Friend, and Relation, All thy friends 
are my friends, and all thy enemies are mine.

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what glory will the Saviour have in faring fuch a 
wretch as me indeed; when I fee death at a diftance, I 
am low and grieved in my fpirit, crying, * Lord I 
* feek not a name, or riches, or followers, or any tem- 
c poral blifs, but thee alone, 

I find I can't help hating, what he hates/ and con- 
demning what he condemns, and being weary of what 
he is weary of, and being one with him. God's blood 
is my inheritance indeed, and if any afk where is 
my religion, my faith, my righteoufnefs, and holi- 
nefs, and inheritance, life, and ftrength, I 'II point 
them to this blood, there is my all, and my fpirit Re- 
joiced and triumphed in that the Lord wears my 
nature. My fpirit rejoiced, after being wounded and 
crucified in feeing how I fall from the Lord to the 
flelh, that he is alive and above all and never changes, 
and that there is fueh a Man indeed. ( I cried I am 
thine at all times and in all places, and conditions I 
am in thy houfeand kingdom, and live on the fruit of 
thy death and fufFerings, and the grace that is in thee/ 
Then again, I faw the infinite evil of my forgetting 
his blood, and mourned before him that I don't wafh 
in it continually. Again I faw that dear Man, fo lovely 
and glorious, that I cried ' Lord it is impoffible for 
any, to have fuchaflefhas mine, and fuch a fight of 
thee as I have, and not long to come to thee, and to that 
ineffable glory, that is in the enjoyment of thee. If 
I faw and enjoyed thee here, as I fhall there, I fliould 
not long to come from hence. Lord there is truth 
in my heart towards thee, I do love thee, thou knoweft, 
thou knoweft, thou knoweft it ; and I defire nothing 
fcut thee indeed, here and for ever.' Amen. 
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Some of the Author's lajl words before his departure. 

WH E N he was firft affured that his diftemper, 
which was the Stone, would prove mortal, he 
faid, " BleiTed be God my work is done, and I know 
that I am going to my dear God and Father, for he 
hath my heart my whole heart/' Saying, " Tho' the 
enemy is permitted to torment my body, blefled be 
the Lord, he is not fuffered to come near my fpirit." 
—He very often joyfully repeated thefe words, <c Glo- 
ry be to God death hath no fting ! O death hath loft 
it's fting ! " And again he broke out, as one full of 
faith and the Holy Ghoft, " O it is moft clear to mc 
that God is my everlafting Father, and that I /hall 
go to him foon."— He over and over again exprefled t 
how exceeding dear and precious the Saviour was to 
him now, and faid, " This is following Jesus -, we 
are, we are come to Mount Zion, I am on Mount 
Zion indeed ; I faw great glories before in that Man 
Jesus, but nothing to what I now behold ; this is 
truly following Jesus." — And at another time, when 
he awoke out of dofing through the extreme pain of 
his body, yet his fpirit leaping within him, as a pri- 
foner coming to liberty, thinking this the laftftroke, he 
cried out, " O Jesus here I come, here I come to 
thee." — Some time afterwards, he exprefled his faith, 
and longing defires to depart, faying, '^ I am in great 
pain but all is well, all is well, he hath fetled all 
things well j O how would it be, if the fting of death 
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had not been taken away. O that I could go home, 
my work is done here."— And from a view of the in* 
finite fufferings of the Redeemer, which was always 
his plcafant Theme, he faid, * ( I am in great pain, but 
Christ's fufferings have taken away my fufferings ; 
O here is victory indeed, great is the glory, but narrow 
is the way to it." — Then feeing the great faithfulnefs 
ef the Lord to him, he breathed out the language of 
his foul, faying, cc O the dear Redeemer, he does keep 
my heart with himfelf."— When he was in the great- 
eft extremity of his tortures, he often cried out, <€ O 
this cup, this laft cup, blefled be God for this laft 
cup. O Jesus hath drank it all for me, I (hall be 
with that God, that died for me to fave me, to all e- 
ttrnity."— Many more precious fayings,came from his 
heart juft before he departed, which were not taken 
down, whereby he teftified his great love to fouls, 
and the concern he was in about them ; one of his 
laft was, with a feeling brokenefs, <c O the world is 
fulj of falfe faith, and falfe hope.*'— And fo he went 
home to reft in the Lord.
